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Strikes, Labor Unions 
And Lawlessness

“Do violence to no man, neither accuse any falsely; and be content 


with your wages.”—Luke 3:14. 


(Printed some years ago, this article referred to “sit down 


strikes.” 


But it still has lessons for today and is reprinted 


here to help in this time of strikes and lawlessness.) 


There are many Scriptures that 
Christian people should consult 
before they take part in the pres- 
ent wave of strikes, with their at- 
tendant destruction of property, 
fights, law breaking, riot and 
bloedshed. We suggest besides the 
heading above the following 
verses: 

“Let every soul be subject unto 
the higher powers. *For there is 
no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. Who- 
soever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation.”— 
Rom. 13:1, 2. 

“Let us walk honéstly, as in the 
day; not in rioting and drunken- 
ness, not in chambering and wan- 
tonness, not in strife and envy- 
ing.”—Rom. 13:13. 


“If it be possible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men.”—Rom. 12:18. 

“Let us therefore follow after 
the things which make for peace.” 
—Rom. 14:19. 

“Servants, be obedient to them 
that are your masters according to 
the flesh, with fear and trembling, 
in singleness of your heart, as un- 
to Christ.”—Eph. 6:5. 

In connection with the last 
Scripture, employers should re- 


member Ephesians 6:9 which says, 

“And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing 
threatening: knowing that your 
Master also is in heaven; neither 
is there respect of persons with 
him.” 

Again in Colossians this matter 
of masters and servants, or in 
modern language, employers and 
employees, is given. In Colossians 
3:22-25 is the following command: 

“Servants, (that is, employees) 
obey in all things your masters 
according to the flesh; not with 
eyeservice, as menpleasers; but in 
singleness of heart, fearing God: 
And whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not 
unto men; Knowing that of the 
Lord ye shall receive the reward 
of the inheritance: for ye serve the 
Liord Christ. But he that doeth 
wrong shall receive for the wrong 
which he hath done: and there is 
no respect of persons.” 

Immediately following that, in 
Colossians 4:1 is this command to 
others who employ laborers: 

“Masters, (or employers) give 
unto your servants that which is 
just and equal; knowing that ye 
also have a Master in heaven.” 

The Christian religion has its

“STANDING ON THE PROMISES”

“For all the promises of God in him are yea, and in him! # 
Amen, unto the glory of God by us.”—II Cor. 1:20. :

Sunday night, August 3, 1941. 


“All the promises of God.” Now 
what Paul means by “In him are 
yea, and in him Amen,” is that 
you can absolutely count on every 
one of them, that they are ours to 
claim for our own, and not a sin- 
gle one shall ever fail. 

Joshua, at the age of 110 years, 
knowing that the time for his 
death was at hand, called the eld- 
ers of Israel together and after 
reciting to them the wonderful 
providence of God in their de- 
liverance from Egypt, and how 
God had blessed them all through 
the years, said, ‘Of all the good 
things God has promised, not one 
has failed.’ Then Joshua throws 
out to them the challenge to fol- 
low God. You remember that 
Joshua was at that time the only 
man living who was as much as 
twenty years old when Israel left 
the land of Egypt. Now Joshua is 
110 years old and has been fol- 
lowing God ever since his young 
manhood, and has been in places 
of responsibility and leadership. 
He has seen all the testing of the 
deliverance from Egypt — the 
crossing of the Red Sea, the feed- 
ing of the hosts with the manna 
from Heaven, the opening of the 
rock to give them water in the 
wilderness. He has seen God take 
care of them in such a marvelous 
way that for forty years while 
wandering in the wilderness their 
clothes did not wear out nor their

Notes of an Address by Rev. H. A. Ironside, D.D., Litt.D.

It is surprising that after 1900 
years of gospel light and testi- 
mony, one often finds professing 
Christians who manifest great ig- 
norance in regard to the most im- 
portant fundamental truths of the 
Word of God. I do not know how 
many times I have had people 
come to me — people who had 
faith in Christ—and put the ques- 
tion in all seriousness, “Just why 
did Christ have to die in order

that we might be saved?” I want 
to show from the Scripture seven 
very clear, definite reasons for 
which Jesus died. 


1. Christ Died as a Propitia- 
‘tion for Our Sins 


The first Scripture is found in 
I Corinthians, chapter 15. In the 
opening verses we find that the 
truth of the death of Christ is the 
very foundation of the _ gospel. 
There could be no gospel without 
this. The gospel is not a message 
about Christ as a world teacher, 
or Christ as a great example; but 
the gospel has to do with the 
Christ who. died. “Moreover, 
brethren, I declare unto you the 
gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye have received, and 
wherein ye stand; by which also 
ye are saved, if ye keep in mem- 
ory what I preached unto you, un- 
less ye have believed in vain.” 
You see, there is such a thing as 
believing in vain: that is, it is 
quite possible to give a mere men- 
tal assent to certain Bible truths, 
and yet never definitely trust 


|Christ for one’s self. Now all 


who profess to believe the gospel 
are not saved, but only those who 
have received the truth into their 
hearts and manifest it by continu- 
ance in the way of life. “For I 
delivered unto you first of all that 
which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures.” Here is the 
first great fundamental: “Christ 
died.” That is a historical fact. 
Most people believe this: that is, 
in that part of the world which 
has had the knowledge of the 
Bible. Men and women generally 
believe that Christ died: that is 
history. But notice what the 
apostle adds, “Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures.” 
Christ died: that is a historical 
statement. “Christ died for our 
sins” is a declaration of a great 
dogmatic truth. It gives us the 
very first reason for which Christ 
went to the cross. He gave Him- 
self there as a ransom for our sins. 
We deserved to die; we never 
could have come up out of death 
if the judgment of God had fallen 
upon us because of our sins.

After all those years of trying ex-

(Joshua 23:14). After more than 
ninety years of service for the 
Lord, Joshua finds that not a sin- 
gle promise that God has ever 
made has failed. That is what Paul 
meant when he wrote to the 
church at Corinth, “All the prom- 
ises of God in him are yea, and 
in him Amen.” You can count on 
every one of them. 


I want you to notice another 
thing about the promises of God. 
Paul said, “In him they are yea, 
and in him they are Amen.” He 
means that only through Christ 
and in Christ are the promises of 
God available to us. Everything 
in the plan of God is centered 
around and heads up in Christ. 
“In him” and “through him” are 
the promises of God available to 
us. Let me repeat, God has cen- 
tered everything in Jesus Christ. 
Salvation is in Him. Eternal life 
is in Him. “This is the record,” 
says the Word of God, “that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and 
this life is in his Son. He that hath 
the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not 
life.” (I John 5:11-12). And yet 
many people hope to procure sal- 
vation without Christ. Many of 
them try to work out their own

salvation, try to produce a right- 
eousness by the works of. their 
own hands, by the fruits of their 
own goodness and morality which 
they hope God will -accept, for- 
getting the fact that God has shut 
up the whole world to salvation 
in Christ or no salvation at all. 
This morning in my Sunday 
School class I asked this question 
of my men: Are the heathen lost 
who have never had an oppor- 
tunity to hear about Christ or to 
hear the gospel preached?. I am 
sure that as many as a dozen of 
them shook their heads, saying, 
“No, they are not lost when they 
haven’t had a chance to hear about 
Christ.” But when God says, 
“Eternal life is in Christ ... and 
he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life,” then that means 
the heathen and all—that there is 
no such thing as salvation outside 
of Jesus Christ. It is either be- 
lieve in Christ or perish. There 
is no other alternative. Jesus said, 
“As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must .the

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Son of man be lifted up.” That 
_ word “MUST” that Jesus uses 
simply means that there is no 
other way to save man: “Even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eter- 
nal life.” The alternative is be- 
lieve or perish. 

Again we have it in John 3:16: 
“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
fhat whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” Again it is believe 
or perish. “He that believeth on 
him is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God.” Again the 
same choice is believe or be con- 
demned. “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” Believe or face 
the wrath of god. All the prom- 
ises of God are in and through 
Jesus Christ. We love to say that 
God is grace, that God is mercy, 
that God is love, and that God is 
long-suffering. Yes, God is gra- 
cious. God is merieciful. God is 
long-suffering. But we forget that 
God is all these in Jesus Christ. 
Outside of Jesus Christ, God is jus- 
tice, God is holiness. Outside of 
Jesus Christ, God is a consuming 
fire. “For the wrath of God is re- 
vealed from heaven against all un- 
godliness and unrighteousness of 
men, who hold the truth in un- 


righteousness.” (Rom. 1:18). All 
the promises of 44od are in Jesus 
Christ. Thank God for those 
promises! Thank God that He has 
placed them in One who can be 
touched with our infirmities. 
Thank God that He has placed 
them in such an One whom God 
has made the high priest and 
bishop of our souls. God said it 
behoved Him “in bringing many 
sons unto glory, to make the cap- 
tain of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings”; One who has 
been “tempted in all points like 
as we are”; One who knows what 
it is to taste the very dregs of hu- 
man suffering and _ disappoint- 
ment; One who was rich, yet be- 
came poor that we might have the 
riches of God in Him; One who so 
completely identified Himself with 
suffering humanity that He could 
say, “The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have nets, 
but the Son of man hath not where 
to lay his head”; One who became 
sin and knows what it is to suffer 
the wrath of God, who Himself 
suffered the fires of Hell. For 
when He was made to be sin, He 
dipped His soul into Hell and His 
soul was made an offering for sin. 
Oh, how I thank God that He has 
placed the promises in Christ, who 
can be touched with the “feeling 
of our infirmities,” who sympa- 
thizes with us. When I see the 
Christ with His hands outstretch- 
ed and the tears streaming down 
His face as He pleads with sin- 
mers to turn from their sin, I say 
down in my heart, Thank God 
that salvation is in Him! For He 
loves me; His heart breaks over 
me when I sin. And my salvation 
~and all the promises of God are 


perfectly safe when entrusted te 
Him. In Him is our hope. “The 
promises: of God in him are yea, 
and in him Amen.” 

Let us look for a few minutes 
at some of the things that God has 
promised in Christ.

be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool.” God has promised in 
Jesus Christ and through Him to 
save unto the utmost every sin- 
ner that shall ever turn from his 
sins and turn his penitent face 
and penitent heart to the cross of 
Calvary. “The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” We hear God saying, “As 
I live, saith the Lord God, I have 
no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked: but that the wicked turn 
from his way and live: turn ye, 
turn ye from your evil ways; for 
why will ye die?” 

I find in the Word of God the 
invitation “come” more than 1900 
times. More than 1900 times you 
hear God calling the sinner to 
come and be saved. 

“Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth: for I am 
God, and there is none else.” (Isa. 
45:22). 

“Tet the’ wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.” (Isa. 
55:7). 

“Come unto me, all ye that la- 
bour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 
(Matt. 12:28-29). 


come ye to the waters, and he that 
hath no money; come ye, buy, and 
eat: yea, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price. 
Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread? and your 
labour for that which satisfieth 
not? hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, 
and let your soul delight itself in 
fatness.” (Isa. 55:1-2). 


Such is the insistent call of Al- 
mighty God through Christ 
throughout the whole of the Bible. 
And for these past six thousand 
years God has been offering sal- 
vation to every sinner, and God 
has promised that not one that 
comes to Him shall be turned 
away. 

Jesus said in John 6:37, “All 
that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me; and him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise case out.” 
Friend, hear me tonight, the one 
thing that every person in this 
world needs is salvation. The one 
thing that the human race needs is 
salvation. Why do I say it? First 
of all because we have all sinned. 
Where is the man or woman or 
young person, even the child who 
is old enough to know right from 
wrong, that would stand up to- 
night and say, “I am not a sin- 
ner”? Friend, if you hope to get 
to Heaven without Christ, I ask 
you point blank, Are you a sin- 
ner? Answer me that. What have 
you to commend you to God? The 


What have you 
on which to base any hope? You 
are a sinner, aren’t you? There- 
fore you need Jesus, the sinner’s 
only hope. 

Another reason I say we need a 
Saviour is because we are going 
to die one day. Did you know that 
statistics show «that fifty per cent 
of the human race die before they 
are seventeen years old? Young 
people think that because they are 
young they have a lease on life. 
And many old people _act as 
though they thought they would 
live a thousand years. But friend, 
young or old, death is “just 
around the corner” for every one 
of us. And when you press the 
dying pillow, there isn’t anything 
that will meet your need except 
Jesus Christ. When you pillow 
your head there on the death bed 
and stretch out to die, nothing 
will be an -anchor to your soul 
then except Jesus Christ. I have 
seen many an unsaved man who 
boasted in good health, but when 
he looked death in the face, I have 
seen him quiver and act like a 
coward and beg for mercy. I had 
an uncle who lived to be ninety- 
two years old. All his life he 
claimed to be an infidel. But 
when he was on his death bed, he 
turned to my sister and said, 
“Pray for me.” We are all going 
to have to face that hour one day 
and we all need salvation. 

Another thing: we are going to

Scripture says, “The soul that sin- 


have to face God in the judgment. 


Friend, as certainly as this Book _ 
is true, we are going to meet G 
in judgment whether we like it or 
not. Whether we try to push it 
away or not, we are going to meet 
God. And God’s Word says, “Pre- 
pare’to meet thy God”... “For 
God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it 
be evil.” (Eccl. 12:14). And there 


is no way to meet God in peace 
outside of Jesus Christ. There is 
no hope when you stand before 
God for the nakedness of your 
soul unless you are clothed in the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ. 
Prepare, oh sinner, prepare te 
meet thy God! 

Another reason all men need 
salvation is because it is the only 
thing that determines where you 
will spend eternity. Man's works, 
Pman’s goodness, man’s morality, 
man’s idealism, education, social 
standing, power, prestige or posi- 
tion—none of these things have 
anything to do with where you 
will spend eternity. The best man 
on earth must be saved, and, 
thank God, the worst mangcan be 
saved. So after all, there is one 
thing and one only that deter- 
mines whether you spend eternity 
in Heaven or in Hell, whether or 
not you are saved, and that is 
what you do with Jesus Christ. 
Let us look at some more of the 
promises of God.

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1. All Who Come to Jesus 
Shall Be Saved 


God has promised to save every 
gzinner who will come to Christ, 
regardless of who he may be; re- 
gardiess of how deep he has gone 
in sin or how far away from God 
he might have gone.

Therefore, the Lord Jesus Christ 
gave Himself as a propitiation for 
our sins and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world. The apostle Paul could 
say, “The Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” 
Can you say that? Do you see 
Christ taking your place upon that 
cross, bearing the judgment that 
your sins deserved? We read in 
Romans 5:8, “God commendeth 
His love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us”; and again, “For when we 
were yet without strength, in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly” 
(ver. 6). The Lord in infinite 
grace took our place upon that 
cross: “He was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed” 
(Isa. 53:5). This is the first great 
truth, the first reason for which 
Christ died: He died for our sins. 


2. Christ Died to Reconcile 
Us to God 


Turn to Romans 5:10 and .otice 
another reason: “For if, wiitm we 
were enemies, we were re@nciled 
to God by the death of His Son, 
much more, being reconciled, we 
shall be saved by his life.” Here 
is the second reason for which 
Christ. died: to reconcile us to 
God. Men and women are in an 
actual state of enmity against God. 
This does not always show up in 
the beginning of life, but after 
years have passed, unless they 
have been brought to trust in 
Christ in childhood, they soon 
manifest that the natural heart is 
in a state of enmity against God. 
Men want to live their own lives; 
they want to go their own ways. 


That is what we do before we are 
saved. God desires men to be 
reconciled to Him. It is the busi- 
mess of the gospel preacher to go 
to men in Christ’s stead, offering 
reconciliation. We are told that 
“God was in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto himself, not im- 
puting their trespasses unto them; 
and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation” (II Cor. 
5:19). That beautiful, lovely life 
of Jesus failed to reconcile sinful 


men to God, but When one sees 
for the first time that Christ took 
his place — that Christ died for 
him—that is what breaks down 
the hardness of the heart and does 
away with the enmity and recon- 
ciles us to God. If I am speaking 
to anyone who is still out of 
Christ, I would like to take you 
by the hand, lead you to Calvary’s 
cross, point you to the blessed Son 
of God, and remind you that He 
loved you and gave Himself for; 
your sins, and there manifested 
the wonderful love of God for 


lost men. 

There is a little hymn which 
people sang when I was a lad. It 
has always meant a great deal to 
me: 


“O’er this wide waste I loved to 
roam 

My back on God, and heaven, 

and home, 
Till Jesus met me far astray 

And beckoned me to come away. 
He said on Calvary’s cross He 

died; 

A sacrifice for sin was made, 
And all because He loved me so. 

Then how could I do less than 

go?” 

It was this that broke my heart 
as a lad of fourteen. God grant 
that you may catch sight of that 
cross and see that Christ Jesus 
died for you; and you, too, will 
be reconciled to God. 


3. The Death of Christ Unites 
Those Saved Into One Body 


The third reason for which 
Jesus died is brought before us 
im the eleventh chapter of John’s 
gospel. The leaders of the people 
were disputing concerning the 


Died 


this eleventh chapter we read, 
“And one of them, named Caia- 
phas, being the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye 
know nothing at all, Nor consider 
that it is expedient for us, that 
one man should die for the people, 
and that the whole nation perish 
not.” Now Caiaphas did not mean 
to preach the gospel when he said 
that. What he had in mind was 
this: the Pharisees feared that the 
Jews might get into trouble with 
the Roman government because of 
the teaching of Jesus. Word might 
be carried to Rome that Jesus was 
stirring up sedition. He was hailed 
by many as King of the Jews. 
Rome might be aroused against 
the Jews because of this. So 
Caiaphas really meant, ‘What we 
need to do is to apprehend this 
Jesus and put Him to death, for 
it is better that one man should 
die for the people than that the 
whole nation should perish. It 
will be better for us to take mat- 
ters into our own hands than to 
wait for the Roman government 
to inflict punishment upon us as 


a nation.” But notice what the 
Holy Ghost has to say: “This he' 
spake not of himself.” Caiaphas 
himself did not realize what was| 
embodied in his words when he| 
said, “One man should die for the 
people, and that the whole nation | 
perish not.” “This spake he not 


of himself: but being high priest 
that year, he prophesied that 
Jesus should die for that nation; 
And not for that nation only, but 
that also he should gather to- 
gether in one the children of God 
that wére scattered abroad.” That 
is the third reason why Christ 
died: in order that He might save 
those in Israel who put their faith 
in Him, and that He might gather 
together in one the children of 
God that were scattered abroad. 


You remember on one occasion He 
said to His disciples, “I am the 
good shepherd”; and He told how 
He came seeking His own sheep. 
He added, “Other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold: them 
also I must bring, and they shall 
hear my voice; and there shall be 
one flock, and one shepherd.” He 
was referring to the Gentiles 
when He used the expression 
“other sheep.” He looked beyond 
the confines of the Jewish fold 


and saw the Gentiles who were 
poor, lost sinners, such as you and 
I; and He said, “I must find them 
and bring them in.” All who put 
their trust in Him become part of 
that one flock, and there is one 
Shepherd over them. Jesus died 
to do this very thing: “That he 
should gather together in one the 
children of God that were scat- 
tered abroad.” On another occa- 
sion He said, “He that gathereth 
not with me scattereth abroad” 
(Matt. 12:30). And so those of us 
who have been redeemed by the 
blood of Christ constitute the one 
flock. We all belong to the one 
Shepherd, and we should have 
the same love toward one another. 
When you find Christians giving 


way to unkind feelings, envy, 
jealousy, and harsh _ criticism 
toward one another, they are ac- 
tually going contrary to one pur- 
pose for which Jesus .died. He 
died that He might unite us all in 
one; and wher we allow our- 
selves to say and do things that 
disturb that unity, then we are 
acting contrary to one purpose for 
which He suffered.

He encour- 
ages attacks or takes part in at- 
tacking other men who want to 
work. He calls them “scab..” He 
disregards the law. He openly 
fights with the police sent to eject 
him from the property which he 
has seized unlawfully. He disre- 
gards the ruling of a court. He 
breaks down respect for law. He 
retards recovery from the depres- 
sion. He causes increased taxa- 
tion. Very likely the sit-down 
striker may be guilty of murder 
before the affair ends—the mur- 
der of a policeman or employer or 
a strike breaker. Does any Chris- 
tian believe that such a business 
pleases God? Certainly it does 
not! 

Sit-down strikers are not fol- 
lowing peace with all men. They 
turn their fellow laborers away 
from godliness. They bring re- 
proach on the cause of Christ. Let 
every Christian avoid the violence, 
the hatred, the bitterness, the de- 
struction of property and the 
‘bloodshed that usually accompany 
strikes.

“ft asked Dr. Appelman what 
was the most important prepara- 
tion to be made for a revival, and 
he answered immediately, ‘Pray- 
er.” I inquired, ‘What is of next 
importance?’ He replied, ‘Adver- 
tising.’ We have sought to do these 
two things especially, along with 
many other kinds of preparation. 

“For a year we have observed 
nine o’clock in the morning as 
prayer hour. About three months 
ago we began to pray intensively, 
and the week preceding the re- 
vival there were twenty-five spe- 
cial prayer meetings. Of course 
all during the revival period we 
have continued to pray. We have 
pleaded the promises of God, have 
prayed in expectant faith, and 
God has certainly rewarded us. 

“For two months we advertised 
in every possible manner. The 
two local papers generously gave 
space for stories and pictures. We 
distributed about 1500 large desk 
blotters, with bold advertising, 
inviting people to hear the Jew 
preach Christ. We had printed a 
large number of posters 22 x 28 
inches, which were used in store 
Windows and on cars, constantly 
calling attention to the meetings. 
Thousands of hand bills were dis- 
tributed.

demned in the Old Testament and 
the New Testament. 


“Just like that, the Old and 
New Testament agree in giving 
authority to the state or the gov- 
ernment over human life. In 
Genesis 9:6 we are commanded, 
‘Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed.’ 
That command of the death pen- 
alty for murder is repeated in 
Exodus 21:12. Although the ten 
commandments say ‘Thou shalt 


“This teaching is continued in 
the New Testament. Romans 12, 
Verses 17 to 21 plainly teach that 
no person has a right to take per- 
sonal vengeance, to get even. The 
Scripture says there, 

““Recompense to no man evil 
for evil. Provide things honest in 
the sight of all men. If it be pos- 
sible, as much as lieth in you, live 
peaceably with all men. Dearly 
beloved, avenge not yourselves, 


mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 
Therefore if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him 
drink: for in so doing thou shalt 
heap coals of fire on his head. Be 
not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good.’ 


“But again, we notice that that 
Scripture is the rule for individ- 
uals. It does not mean that the 
government should not put crim- 
inals to death, nor execute the 
wrath of society on murderers 
like Hitler. For the Scripture con- 
tinues in the next chapter, the 
very next verses, saying, 

““Let every soul be subject un- 
to the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. Who- 
soever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation. 
For rulers are not a terror to good 
works,: but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power? 
do that which is good, and thou 
Shalt have praise of the same: 
For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid; for he

2. God Will Keep Those 
Whom He Has Saved 


Another promise is that God 
will keep those whom He has 
saved. I wish men would believe 
it. I wish men everywhere would 
preach it. Preaching something 
else to a lost world—that you may 
be saved today and lost tomor- 
row—gets the sinner so afraid to 
start that he may never get the 
courage to step out and trust Jesus 
Christ. Sinner, if you are here 
tonight, as you look at your weak- 
ness, your faults and failures, how 
you have gone down before temp- 
tation, and as you think of your 
habits of sin, the devil tells you 
if you were saved you couldn't 
hold out, listen to the Word of 
God—“My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they follow, 
me: And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out’ of my hand.” Friend, how 
long is never? “They shall never 


perish, neither shall any man 


pluck them out of my hand. My 
Father, which gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them. out of my 
Father’s hand.” Oh, what a 
promise! What a promise! That 
is the reason Peter could say of 
those who have an inheritance in- 
corruptible and undefiled and that 
fadeth not away, “who are kept 
by the power of God through faith 
unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time.” That is 
the reason Jude could say, “Now 
unto him that is able to keep you 
from falling, and to present you 
faultiess before the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy.” 
That is the reason Paul could -tri- 
umphantly shout, “I know whom 
I have believed, and am persuad- 
ed that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him 
against that day.” That is the rea- 
son Paul could so confidently say, 
“And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose.” That is the reason Paul 


could defy the world, the flesh, 
the devil and all his cohorts and 
say, “Who is he that condemneth? 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us.” That 
is the reason Paul could throw out 
the challenge to the whole uni- 
verse, “Who can lay anything to 
the charge of God’s elect? It is 
God that justifieth.” That is the 
reason Paul could say, ““Who shall 
separate us from the love of 
Christ? shall tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution, or famine, 
or nakedness, or peril or sword? 
As it is written, For thy sake we 
are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaugh- 
ter.” But what about it? “Nay, in 
all these things we are more than 
conquerors through him § that 
loved us. For I am persuaded 
that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor _ principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, Nor height,- nor 
depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” Christ has prom- 
ised to keep that which He has 
saved, and one day to “present 


you faultless before the presence 
of his glory with exceeding joy,” 
as all the angels gather around 
and rejoice at the redemption of 
His purchased possession. 


3. He Has Promised Victory 
Over the World 


Listen to the Word of God, 
“Whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith’—not our strength, 
not our power, but faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He has prom- 
ised victory over the flesh, victory 
over sin, victory over temptation. 
“There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, who will 
not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it.” Every temptation—not 
just the little temptations, but the 
most severe ones—he will make 
a way of escape that you may be 
able to bear it. But “all the 
promises of God in him are yea, 
and in him Amen.” Not a single 
one of them can fail. Try as he 
may, the devil cannot bring a 
single one to failure.

15:41-43), Hear 
the Word of God: “For whom he 
did foreknow, he also did predes- 
tinate to be conformed te the 
image of his Son, that he might 
be the firstborn among many 
brethren. Moreover whom he did 
predestinate, them he also called: 
and whom he called, them he also 
justified: and whom he justified, 
them he also glorified.” (Rom. 8: 
29-30). Sinner friend, when God 
takes hold of the hand of the sin- 
ner in redemption, He has started 
with him to glory, and just as cer- 
tainly as Christ lives; just as cer- 
tainly as Christ arose from the 
dead, “He is able also to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him.”
